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The  statistics  in  this  publication  are  based  on  a  surveyor 
known  producers  of  brass  mill  products,  copper-based  powder 
products,  and  a  95-percent  sample  of  producers  of  wire  mill 
products.  The  figures  represent  total  U.S.  shipments  of  copper- 
base  mill  and  foundry  products. 

Total   shipments  of  copper-base  mill  and  foundry  products 
amounted  to  1,056  million  pounds  in  the  fourth  quarter,  down 


10  percent  from  the  third  quarter  level  of  1,171  million  pounds. 
Copper  wire  mill  shipments,  at  530  million  pounds,  were  down 
8  percent  from  the  third  quarter.  Within  this  group,  bare  wire 
decreased  13  percent;  insulated  communication  wire  decreased 
22  percent;  and  other  insulated  wire  decreased  1  percent. 

A  description  of  the  survey  methodology  and  related  informa- 
tion appears  in  the  first  quarter  publication  issued  in  July  1982.
